Being Purged of 
Many Ineligibles 


110 Names Have Been 


Stricken From Rolls 


Since July 1. 


5,444 REMAIN ON LIST 


Ten Years Ago Arkansas 


Pension Roll Carried 
Over 11,000 Names. 


LITTLE ROCK, Sept 20.—Names 


of 
I If) persons have been removed 


from the Confederate pension roll 
since July J because of incligibil- 
ity for various reasons, 
according 


to records in the office of state 
Auditor J. Oscar Humphrey. Act 
No. 158 of l!)2!) authorized the (Jon- 
federate Pension Board to purge 
the rolls and the board has been 
holding meetings almost 
weekly 


since July I to check records of 
pensioners, whose right to draw 
a pension has been questioned. 


Removay of 110 names will re- 


duce the pension payroll $G(i,0()0 a 
year, each pensioner receiving $50 
a. month under a law passed in 
1017. The state board asked county 
boards to certify names of pen- 
sioners whose 
eligibility, in the 


opinion of the county board, should 
be investigated. 


Reinstate Several 


Several 'pensioners 
have been 


dropped from the roll because they 
tire nonresidents. 
Two or three 


persons who live near the Louisi- 
ana and Texas borders in Miller 
county and who receive their mail 
on rural routes out of Louisiana or 
Texas, were dropped from the roll 
jvhen their names were sent up by 
the county board as nonresidents, 
but they were reinstated and give 
fcacy pay'when it was discovered 
that they 
reside 
in 
Arkansas,

The pension roll for September 


contained names of 5,444 persons, 
which was about 300 fewer than 
in September, 1928. Ten years ago 
the pension roll carried more than 
11,000 names.

"There is no sense in drawing 


.an imaginary line a mile around 
Hope," said Mr. Paisley, "and say- 
ing that if you live inside this line 
you are entitled to .nne months' 
schooling und a high school educa- 
tion,, but if you" live outside the 
line you must be content with six 
or seven months, 
and 
no 
high 


school. 
The taxpayer pays the 


same, whather he lives inside or- 
out, of the line." 


Much of Mr, Paisley'* address 


dell with the personnel of Hope':; 
city schools. He found the number 
ol students per teacher to be rath- 
er high, there being '17 learners to 
1,528 
students, in white and negro 


schools.

(•ponding only $•!() per year per stu- 
dent, as compared to $!7(i spent by 
California. 


The bonded school debt is $77,- 


200, the superintendent said, and 
annual interest on bonds amounts 
It. $<1,H51.
